Consress—Important Measure* Pcoflins Be* 


fore the Two Datura. 


There ore various measures of general im 


portanco pending before each of the twi 
houses. Ia the Senale yesterday the House 
bill for the total abolition of tho franking privi 
logo in all its ramifications was discussed. Th 
Western Sanators were anxious to amend il> 
especially ia reference to tho country newspaper 
press. They appealed for the restoration of the 
twenty miles free transport in the mails to the 
newspapers of the rural districts as really no- 
cessury to protect them against the widening 
circulation of the great city dailie.3. We thiofc 
it likely, too, that the protection asked will be 
given; but we are half inclined to suspect that 
these amendments are elyly intended and may 
possibly operate-to defeat the bill between the 
two houses. Against any such designs or ten- 
dencies we would advise the friends of I he 
measure that the Congressional privilege of 
franking bsoks, pamphlets, speeches ant 
letters by tho ton, to say nothing of fancy 
goods and presents of various descriptions, has 
becoms a burden upon the public mails which 
mast be removed. 


The Senate bill expanding the currency 


of 
the 
national 
banks 
to 
the 
ex- 


tent of forty-five millions for the benefit 
of tho Souih and West (short of cur- 
rency) is before tho House Committee oa the 
subject; but why the Treasury should be 
called upon to pay two or three millions ia in- 
erest for this increase of paper money, when 
it can be saved by issuing greenbacks instead 
of national bank notes, is a question for seri- 
ous considsration, as, indeed, is the main ques- 
tion, why should the Treasury pay twenty or 
thirty millions, more or less, for this national 
bank currency in preference to greenbacks 
upon which this interest can be saved? It is 
apparent, however, that the national banks are 
part of the republicin programme, and that 
nothing siiort of a democratic onslaught upon 
them, like that of General Jackson against 
'•Biddie's ^Monster," will shake them. 
The 


funding bill reportsJ to the Senate from the 
Finance Committee is a measure embodying 
some of the practical financial views of the 
administration. 


Southern reconstruction has been settled by 


lie House bill (the same as the Virginia bill) 
'or the admission into Congeess of the State of 
Mississippi. Texas, in her tnrn, will doubtless 
je admitted upon the same terms, and then there 
will be an end of military governors and the 
Union will be re-eslablished. The fourteenth 
and fifteenth amendments of the constitu- 
tion clinch the work dons; but there may 
513, during the present session, a general 
.aw passed for the enforcement of thess 
amendments with special reference to Dela- 
ware, Maryland and Kentucky, where negro 
equality ia the matter of civil and political 
ights is not yet recognized.

OIL. We have no idea that it is the inten- 
on of the two houses of Congress to rush 
his bill through ; but we do believe that its 
esiga is a timely warning to Brigham Young 
hat he must make up his mind to dispense

Jeatiles, by the Pacific Eoilroad, are crowd- 
og around him; and the day is iast approach- 
ing when nothing but the protection of Con- 
gress will save him and his people. To secure 
le protection of Congress the Mormon ruler 
must come to an agreement either to leave the 
Jnited States with his congregation or to 
abandon polygamy under a new revelation.

The House passed a bill yesterday for the 


emporary relief of the poor of the District of 
/olambia, instructing the Secretary of War to 
ssue rations for this relief. 
The destitute 


iOOr of Washington and Georgetown, which 
make up the District, are chiefly the negroes 
irifting into those cities ia consequence of the 
war. Thus at least twenty thousand desti- 
tute blacks have been added to the population 
of Washington, and as they cannot be pennit- 
ed to starve, and as the city is not responsible 
"or them, Congress must feed them till other- 
wise provided for. We think, however, that, 
nstead of being encouraged in idleness and 
vice, it would be well to provide for shipping 


iff these starving negroes .to some public 
works or to some of the Southern plantations, 
where their labor is wanted, and where these 
vagrants may be turned to a good account, 
'n short, there must be a period fixed for this 
eediag of Sambo in idleness on government 
rations, and the sooner the better it will be for 
him, even ia Washington. 


THE BMPIBS is PEACE.—"L'Empirs c'est 


la Paix" is an excellent theory, there is no 
doubt^ bat the recent performance of Victor 
Hugo's drama of "Lncrezia Borgia" at the 
_'orte St. Martin theatre in Paris would almost 
infer that all is not eotiteur de 'rose in that 
gay and festive city- To please everybody ia 
next to an impossibility, and although the Empe- 
ror is doubtless willing in every possible man- 
ner to accord the desired liberties to the 
French nation, still there wfll always be some 
impatient spirits ready to rent their discon- 
tent. Were such demonstrations generally in- 
dulged in throughout France the aspect would 
be sad, but fortunately it appears that the un- 
easy spirits are but the minority. The major- 
ity prefer peace and tranquillity, and to await 
the consummation of their ardent hopes, with- 
out having recourse to forcible measures. 


NEWFOUNDLAND AND WDUJIPBG.—The troi* 


bles of the New Dominion continue to press 
hard. 
In the Newfoundland Legislature on 


Thursday a resolution of no confidence in the 
Lieutenant Governor and requesting the forma- 
tion of another Ministry was carried by a vote 
of 81 to 9, because % Lieu.t«a»B.t Gor<ra<£ 


his opening speech bad expressed a hope of 
confederation with Canada. 
In regard to 


Winnipeg, it is determined, at Earl Granville's 
suggestion, to charge all expenses to tho Hud- 
son Bay Company, and to deduct the amount 
repaired to put down the rebellion from the 
three hundred thousand pounds to be paid for 
tha territory. The report telegraphed some 
time ago that Itiel had been captured and tho 
Hudson Bay Company had assumed control 
is denied, and his adherent*,, it is further 
stated, have so much confidence ia him that 
they think of investing him with supreme 
power. Tho New Dominion, however, seems 
determined to open war early in May, when 
her troops can be transported to the Territory. 
The annexation of the disafiected provinces to 
the United States would not cost half as much 
and would really be much more satisfactory 
to all parlies. 


Reshaping of Political Purlieu in TJrcinttt. 


The newspapers ia Virginia, as a general 


thing, do not seem to be at all satisfied with 
tho terms upon which the State has been read- 
mitted to the enjoyment of the blessings of the 
Union. Some are even rampant at the amend- 
ments tacked to the act of reaffiliation, but 
others treat the matter more moderately, 
and, 
although 
not 
throwing 
up 
fceir 


caps in exultation at the event, seem 
to regard "half a loaf better than no bread." 
Propositions to commence the reshaping of 
political parties in the State have met with 
strong opposition in influential quarters. The 
suggestion of the Richmond Enquirer in favor 
of forming a flat-footed democratic party, upon 
the ground that there is a democratic element 
in the Legislature, is objected to by lie Whig, 
which avers that during the canvass a demo- 
cratic element was nover heard of. 
"Tfee 


name of democracy," continues the 
WMg, 


"was so offensive to everybody that it was 
never mentioned except by the radicals;" and, 
suggests the same paper, "the members of the 
Legislature will certainly not take upon them- 
selves the quarrels of the Northern democracy 
or waste their energies upon the- miserable ab- 
stractions which were our (Virginia's) curse 
in the past and will be in tho future." This 
is eimply an attempt to revive the old lines 
and re-establish the old landmarks which in 
olden tunes divided the democrats and whigs 
in Virginia. The democrats were then led by 
the veteran Ritchie, of the Enquirer, and the 
whigs by the cbivalric Pleasants, of the Wttig. 
We trust the asperities and feuds that were then 
created between the champions of the two par- 
ties will not be revived, no matter what differ- 
ences of opinion may arise im regard to quas- 
tions of purely State policy. 


But the present movement does not, unfor- 


tunately, seom to be entered into on the part 
of the old democratic organ with a profound 
desire for conciliation or compromise. It dog- 
matically expresses the opinion that "the 
democratic party will control the State;" that 
"the issae must be narrowed down to a con- 
test between the radical parly and the demo- 
cratic pany," and then proceeds to give a list 
of the bailie fields oa which Southern soldiers 
liave perished, and to rekindle the oeciional 
feelings which it was hoped would have 
been allowed 
to 
slumber forever. 
We 


aardly think the mass of the people of 
Virginia want to fight those terrible battles 
over again, even in theory, in order to estab- 
lish an oligarchy under the name of any party, 
but would prefer that new men, with en- 
larged and progressive ideas and actuated by 
sincerely patriotic motives, should assume Uio 
sway of affairs, for a while at least, and 
nstead of talking about reviving or reshaping 
lartiea proceed to the more congenial and 
iraiseworthy task of restoring the Old Do- 
minion to her pristine degree of prosperity 
and greatness. 


IKFAEUBILITT—THE 
POPE 
WITHDRAWS 


FEOM THE DISODSSIOH.—A eabla despatch 
which we publish this morning has it that bis 
Soliaess the Pope has declared that he will 
lereafter decline to participate in the contro- 
versy respecting the dogma of personal infalli- 
bility. This may mean that the whole thing 
is up—that the opposition is so strong that it 
must be yielded to. Or it may mean that the 
victory is so certain—that the Pope's friends 
are so numerous and so pronounced—that 
ihera is no need for the chief captain mingling 
in the fray. It is difficult yet to say how it is. 
Before we come to a final conclusion we should 
like to know what the Emporor Napoleon has 
to say. It is our confident belief that if the 
'riends of infallibility push their purpose they 
are strong enough in the Council to command 
success. The personal infallibility of the Pope, 
so far as the Council is concerned, is less a 
question of strength than of wisdom. The 
Council can decree infallibility if it is deter- 
mined to do so. But such a decree would to a 
dead certainty divide the Church. Which of 
the two would be better—the Church as it now 
is, with a fallible Pope, or the Church divided, 
with a fallible Pope, or no Pope at the end 
of one section and an infallible Pope at the 
head of the other? 


PAY OF CIVIL ASD AEJIY. OFFICEES,—It is 


now proposed by some great reformers to re- 
organize the army by putting its distinguished 
officers on reduced pay. 
The only reason 


given is that some other officers do not get so 
much as certain army officers do. Certain 
men have devoted their lives to the study of 
war as an art, and because they did so they 
were enabled to save the country from division 
and rain.; and now we are asked to show the 
nation's gratitude by putting them oa water 
gruel. A great deal better way to get over the 
discrepancy between the pay of civil and mili- 
tary officers is to increase the pay of the civil 
officers. The General of the Army does not 
get too much, bnt the Chief Justice of the 
United States gets altogether too little. His 
salary of six thousand a year, in an age in 
which lawyers get such a sum as a fee in a sin- 
gle case, is simply a national disgrate.

extensive structures on tho Jersey shore, thus 
encroaching on the waters of New York har- 
bor, is likely to agitato once more the old topic 
of jurisdiction, and, as tho parties aro largo 
capitalists, the topic may bo pushed to a legal 
solution. 
Wo do not doubt that in that 


event it will ba conceded that the Jerssfinon 
have a right to build, aad we have, moreover, 
no apprehension that their buildiag will be an 
injury to the navigitlonof the harbor. Tho 
claim of Now York ta the control of 
all 
the 
waters around it 
is 
an old 


on$. 
In 
the 
charter 
of 1730 it 
is 


granted that tha limits of this city shall 
extend "to IDW w-itornurk on the west side of 
the North river, or so far as the limits of our 
said province (of NJW York) extended there, 
and so to run up along the west sub of said 
river" at low water mark, or along the limits of 
our said province," &o. Here is at oiroe the 
claim and its qualification. Wo go to the 
Jersey shore or to the limits of this province 
in that direction. If at anytime it shall be 
found that the liarits of this province of New 
York do not extend so far as the Jersey shore, 
then, as matter of right, we only go to the 
limits of the province, wherever they may be. 
With regard to tkis issue tho boundary line 
between New York and New Jersey was fixed 
by commissioners appointed in 1833. 
They 


determined the line to be in the middle 
of the Hudson river. That, therefore, being 
the State bauadary is our boundary undor 
the old charter that 
limits us 
to the 


State liao; yet these commissioners assented 
that our city and State had jurisdiction 
over all the waters of the harbor and of 
the lands under these waters to the low water 
mark on the New Jersey shore, this juris- 
diction, however, baing subject to certain 
limitations or exceptions. 
On3 of these is 


that New Jersey has ths exclusive right of 
property in the land under water to the west 
of oar boundary liae; anl another, that sue 
has exclusive juristlictioa of aad over the 
wharves, docks aad improvements made or to 
be made on the shore of Naw Jarsoy. Thus, 
although authority over these waters is ours, 
any encroachment that is made in tha name of 
"wharves, docks or improvements" has legal 
justification. 
Wo do not believe that tho 


building of ths proposcl improvemsats on the 
New Jersey sile will injure the harbor for 
navigation, for we do not believe that the 
rising and falling of the tide, or the quantity 
of water that eaters a bay at every tide, can 
be affected by tha form of its baika. Depth 
and widtn of bays and rivers are the two 
points that bsar exact relation to each other. 
If you narrow a bay you do not causa leas 
water to enter the bay, but you cause tho 
water thai eaters to deepen it. 


NAPOLEON ASD His DTSASXT.—JThe ques- 


tion of a liberal government ia France, coupled 
with tts effects upon the Napoleonic dynasty, 
has called forth some very suitable observa- 
tions in the columns of the Opinion Nationals 
of Paris. 
The observations are suitable 


and apropos, besauSB they cirry oul tho 
views thai have frequently beeu suggested 
ia the columns of the HSEALD, thereby prov- 
ing the correctness of oar judgrnant. Tho 
question is justly termed one that not only 
aflecta tho Emperor, as being a question of 
dynasty, bat for the nation it ia one of revo- 
lution—neither more nor less. Personal gov- 
ernment is virtually dead, and France ignores 
it tor the future; and if tao empiro should 
prove meompaliblo with liberty Franoc would 
not renounce liberty, but would renounce tho 
empire. If the Emperor desires his power to 
be lasting lot him remove all fettors from genT- 
eral liberty; let the liberal movement be 
stimulated by his own influence, which is still 
very powerful. Let him renounce all the little 
tricks by which no person can bo duped. In 
one word, if he does not succeed in establish- 
ing a thorough liberal constitution there will 
be but a slender chance of the duration of his 
power or that of his dynasty. 


THE HDDSON AQAIS CLOSED.—After being 


open through almost the entire month of Janu- 
ary, the -Hudson river is again closed with 
ice. The steamer Connecticut, which came 
down on Wednesday over a clear course, was 
compelled to lay up and unload at Hudson yes- 
terday on her return trip. The thermometer 
indicates such a low figure that there is some 
hope of cold weather yet. This mode of navi- 
gatinc by fits and starts is too inconvenient and 
expensive to remain popular for a long time. 


THB BEOOKLYS NAVT YABD JOB,—The 


propositioa to sell tho Brooklyn Navy Yard 
and locate a new yard oa the North river is 
defended by General Slocam, the originator 
of the measure ia Congress, on the ground 
that it would be a benefit to Brooklyn and a 
good operation financially for the government. 
No doubt a site oa the North river, sixteen 
miles above the city, could be purchased for a 
smaller sum than the yard in Brooklyn would 
eell for; but we doubt if the sale of the pro- 
perty in Brooklyn would ever replace to the 
government the money it would cost to put up 
ia a new'yard the houses, docks, &c., that it 
already has in the old one. We would be glad 
to find the motives of the Brooklyn repre- 
sentative based in a patriotic economy. 
If 


anybody wants to know whether there is a 
railroad to be benefited by this sale, we can 
only inform them that Mr. Slocum, the mover 
of the bill, is president of a Brooklyn city 
railroad company which skirts for a ooupJe of 
miles the district in question. 


A SPLSSDID CUSTOMER 
FOB, THB GAS 


COMPAKIES.—We have hitherto indubitably 
shown that the gas bills were made out by 
expert patent bnt sometimes stupid guessers 
in the employ of the several companies; and 
now comes to our support some startling facts. 
One of our readers has acted on the faith of 
such a thought to his own, great advantage. 
His bills were six dollars, with two burners in 
ase. He then used fluid and only one burner. 
The result was an immediate increase in his 
bills. A friend then told him to use all the 
burners ia his house, and agreed to pay the 
whole amount of his bill above six dollars. 
Careless for his friend's pocket, he boldly 
lighted every burner, and, coal being high, 
introduced several gas stoves. The startling 
result was that his bills thenceforth were 
never more than five dollars. We advise the 
companies to set all their guessers to work to

Oou CUBAN NBWS.—The latest intelligence 


from oar correspondents in Cuba ia most favor- 
able to tho causo of the revolutionists. Two, 
expeditions recently left Nassau for Cuba, with 
men, arms and ammunition, and there is every 
reason to believe that they have proved suc- 
cessful. A steamer is reported to have landed 
on the north coast of the island with arms and 
ammunition. In the neighborhood of Santiago 
de Cuba the Cubans are up and doing. A 
greater degree of activity is noticeable in the 
conduct of the revolution than has previously 
characterized it. The patriots have also learned 
tho advantages of silence, in keeping to them- 
selves their proposed movements, and not to 
blazoniag them forth for the benefit of their 
enemies. Lat results tell their own story. 
The prospects for Cuba, taken altogether, 
are brightening. 


THE REJECTION OF HOAB.—Tho Senate did 


not like Hoar's reading of the reconstruction 
laws—which cut the radical bottom out of 
those statutes as they applied to Virginia— 
and that was an important count against him 
when the Supreme bench was in view.

Re described the charac- 
ter of these tissues, indicated their delicate sens!- 
btlliy. and wIU) marked perspicuity pointed out the 
wonderful structure of all the organs of the >u»ly.

A man might be on the street 
and not Observe aaythlner, and yet everything within 
range of his retina would be pictured on his eve. 
The lecturer then continued, going into an elaborate 
description of the eye, examining its anatomy, its 
powers, its angles of vision, its variety m birds, rep- 
uiea aad bc*su, and conciudoa amid appiause.

Alter some dilatory preliminaries he was Informed 
that the naval surgeons attached to the yard. Dr.

Orncers John Hosa and Henry McSaerry, of the 


Tenth precincc, were charged with Dclnu off 
pose in a beer saloon In Essex street. The rounds- 
man swore lie BJW Uoprg UritiK. Tho proprietor 
of tlie place tcsuuetl 
tliat he 
called 
tho 
policemen in to quell a row, and tnat HOEZ dranK 
o glass of elder. Hojre admitted tne drinKlng and 
declared that the roundsman ru-1 boasted lie had 
sufficient milucncs at headquarters to break all the 
Dutchmen of nid precinct. 


The case of U. Gleason, of tho Fiftieth (Brooklyn) 
precinct, charged with improper conduct, developed 
some siuaular facts. The complainant was a car 
conductor of tne Conn street line, named Joseph 
Baltou. The evidence for the prosecution shows 
that on the ultrlic of tue 25th ult. Gleason got on the 
car in citizen's clothes to go up for a doctor for a 
SICK child, lie tendered the conductor (Dalton) 
a 
five dollar 
bill, 
which he 
could 
not 
chanse. 
Gleason 
ttson 
told 
the 
conductor 
he would not pay nun anything and would ride. 
The conductor pitched him oil tlie car and struck: 
him- Gleason followed ttte car, got on, rode to tho 
end of the route and arrested Dalton, who was Eaiau 
to the Forty-eiantn precincc station house, where ha 
made hia complaint before, Seriteant Drake, who 
ordered the officer to take bis prisoner to His own 
station house. At the Fiftieth precinct atation honse 
Sergeant Meets refused to entertain the complaint, 
ana denounced the othcer as two-thirds drunk. 
Gleason then insisted npon taking his prisoner 
before the inspector and attempted to rearrest him 
o-jlsiclo of tne sUUoa house for that purpose, 
terceaiit Meets, who snowed much feeling on the 
trial, swcre tnat Gleason was intoxicated, as did 
also Dalton aud d, conductor named Graham. 
The deieuce called eight or ten witnesses, all of 
whom swore thatthcy smelicdljleasoa's breath, and 
he was periectly sober, hue excited. It also ap- 
peared that lie tendered fare to Dalton, and told 
him ho would ride to the end of his route lor the 
change; that Dalton struct mm and hurled him into 
the mud while tne car was in motion; he then fol- 
lowed it, got on, roae to the end of the route and 
arrested him for assault and battery. The evidence 
of disinterested parties showed that Gleason was 
entirely souer. ruere are lour other complaints 
agsiiust him growiuz out of this arrest.

PENSIONS.

The Cummlslioner 
of Pensions snail certify to each officer a-list oi ihe 
pensioners in his county and transmit a eueck oa 
the nearest Assistant Treasurer, payable to the order 
or each pensioner, to be delivered to the pensioners 
who suau then be paid every three months instead 
of seiul-annnaUy, as now. One hundred thousand 
dollars shall be paid annually to tha officers for their 
services m equitable proportion, instead of two 
hundrea and fifty thousand paid in commissions 
now.
